the Sun from Fall River, Mass., says 
that tho story published Thursday in 
tho Ntiw York World purporting to bo

?voaehed Emma for tolling Mr. Jon- 
nings, Lizzie'R counsel, something that 
was alleged to bo highly prejudicial

false. 


"The story is a fake," the special aays. 


"It was written by a reporter who did 
not roach here on Wednesday until 5:15 
in the afternoon. The story is also 
piibliwhcd in a Tloston newspaper yes- 
terday over tho name of this reporter, 
who went to Uoston to write it." 


Mrs. Regan denied that she heard 


any such conversation. She said the 
story was untrue. 


Emma Horden denied the Htory, as 


did her sister Lizzie. Lawyer Jennings 
says tho story is a iio. Lawyer Adams 
ilcnled it. In itsdeslru to get a sensation 
the World accepted tho story without 
verifying it, and In addition trimmed it 
down to make It appear plausible.

FLUMES PROCEEDING FROM THE HIRE 


Cause the Abandonment of All Hope 


ol Rescue—The Plt'e Mouth Sur- 


rounded by Frenzied Wiv« and 


Children ol the Lost Miner*. 


LONDON, Aug. 
26.—An exploilon 


which, it Is feared, may bo attended by 
enormous loss of life has occurred at 
Aberlcenflg, near Brirtgend, in 
tho 


county of Glamorgan. Wales. 


Ono hundred and fifty miners are en- 


trapped in a coal pit, owing to an ex- 
plosion which shattered the galleries 
by which they could have made exit, 
and nothing is known as to their fate. 
When tho explosion took place a volume 
of coal dust arose from tho mouth of 
the pit, and this alone, with the rum- 
bling noise, gave notice to the inhabi- 
tants that, something serious had oc- 
curred. 


Womon and children rushed to tho 


mouth of the pit, crying and waiting 
for the fathers, husbands and brothers 
below. The scenes at the pit's mouth 
were most distressing, and efforts were 
at once made to reach the en torn bed 
miners and ascertain tho extent of the 
calamrty. These efforts have, so far, 
proved unsuccessful, 
und the indi- 


cations are that tho explosion may 
have destroyed every life in the mine. 


The managers have called on men 


from neighboring oolleries to assist in 
tho work of rescue, and tho most stren- 
uous oxertlons are being made to open 
a way to the unfortunates below. In 
several instances women have gone 
frantic over the suspense, and some of 
them have Insisted on taking ipavt In 
tho work. 


Many hundreds of spectators have as- 


sembled from all directions and work is 
at a standstill in the vicinity, so groat 
and general is the anxiety to ascertain 
whether those in the mine arc alive or 
not. 


At 0 o'clock this evening a rescuing 


party ascended to tho surface, tearing 
with them two men whom they had 
found near the bottom of the pit. The 
two men were badly burned. 
Tho 


physicians hold but little hope of their 
rccovary. 
Shortly after tliesc men 


were brought up the flames from the 
burning pit ascended and set fire to the 
fitructuros at the pit head. When the 
ilames issued from tho pit all hope was 
abandoned. Those who escaped death 
in the explosion have certainly been 
traffocated or burned to death.

Six bodies have been recovered from 


the Aberkonflg pit. The work of ros- 
cun is still in progress, but, owing to 
the (liillculties with the ventilating ap- 
paratus, proceeds but slowly. Hun- 
dreds of persons surround the pit's 
mouth, most of them waiting to iden- 
tify the bodies of friends and relatives.

TO FIGHT THE CHOLERA. 


Important Meeting of the International 


Conference of State Boards 


of Health. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 27.—The 


executive committee of tho interna- 
tional conference of state boards of 
health met in this city yesterday for 
tht- purpose of adopting immediate 
measures to prevent the intnxluction 
of cholera. The recommendation of 
Dr. McCormack, president of tho con- 
ference, was adopted, contemplating 
tho appointment of a quarantine in- 
spection commission, for tho purpose of 
examining all tho qiinrantine stations 
on the Atlantic and Gulf coasts, tho 
Pacific being left to tho California board 
of health. 


The following physicians were ap- 


pointed members of the commission; 
J. N. McCormack, Bowling Green, Ky.; 
II. 11. Baker, Lansing, Mich.; Irving 
Watson, Concord, N. H.; P. II. lirico, 
Toronto;.!. R. L. Mine, Socramento, 
Cal.; Domingo Orvananos, City of Mex- 
ico, and either Joseph Holt or L. F. 
Salomon, of New Orleans, whichever 
can best afford the time. 


This commission is called to meet in 


Toronto, Wednesday, August 31, and 
proceed thence to tjunbrc, Tho com- 
mittee gave out tho following prepared 
statement: 


"It was voted that the quarantine 


inspection commission should act in 
concert with and secure tho co-opera- 
tion of the United States marine hos- 
pital service in the prosecution of their 
investigations; it being the purpose ol 
this conference to unito and co-operate 
with all sanitary organIzations on this 
continent in excluding cholera and in 
restricting its spread should it gain an 
entrance. 


"It was voted that while this execu 


live committee attaches great, Impor- 
tance to efforts to exclude cholera by 
an official quarantine system on th 
seaboard, it urges upon popular atten- 
tion what is so well known to sanitari- 
ans, tho importance of such prompt 
municipal and domestic preparations 
now as will cause the germs of cholera 
to fall upou sterile soil, should the 
disease gain a foothoW upon the conti- 
nent In the history of former epidem- 
ics cholera was most virulent and fatal 
in the undmlned, filthy cities and 
towns with a polluted water supply, 
while the 
clean places and those 


which had made proper preparations in 
advance escaped entirely, or were bul 
slightly scourged. 
Cholera 
is 
not 


caused by fear nor by any article 01 
diet alone, but by the germs which 
eprood directly and indirectly from tho 
infected person, Eipecial care ahoulc 
be taken that the dangerous excreta ol 
immigrants be no 
longor scattered 


along every railroad acrou tbia coun- 
try. 
Certain provision 
should 
be 


made, requiring and insuring that all 
such excreta on railroad cars ahall be 
received In a strong disinfecting solu- 
tion, as cholera is usually spread along 
lines of travel by those only -slightly 
affected by the disease. The import- 
ance of these precautions can no* be 
over estimated." 


SOUNDED A $OTE~6F WARNING. 


Ex-Burgeon-General Hamilton on the 


Prospect* of A Cholera Visitation. 


CHICAGO, Aug;. 27.—Prof. John B. 
lamllton, ex-surgeon, general of tha 
marine hospital service and at present 
n the marine hospital service hero, 
ounded a note of warning yesterday 
to those health officers in the coun- 
ry who are doing much to con- 
vince the country that cholera Is near 
at hand. Prof. 
Hamilton takes the 


view that while there is danger there 
s absolutely no occasion for alarm. 
Jn necessary and repeated warning, he 
says, aro liable to produce a panic and 
rcsiilt Injuriously to the World's Colum- 
>ian exposition. In answer to a ques- 
,lon on the subject of cholera, Prof. 
Hamilton said: 


'*! think there Is absolutely no oc- 


casion for alarm, although there is 
really reason for extreme vigilance on 
the part of those entrusted with the 
arrangement of our sanitary matters. 
Che national and local authorities have 
>etter sanitary arrangements than ever 
before; the laws are more practical and 
sanitary science has more resources 
,han formerly. 
The sanitary officers 


throughout the country aro fully alert, 


some them seem to forgot that one 


of tho most important duties of an 
officer charged with sanitary adminis- 
;ration U the orevcntion of panic. 
Panic which paralyzes the Industries 
and dries up the channels of trade does 
almost as much harm as the epidemic 
tsolf. Thero is no need of fear that 
cholera may spread if it does secure a 
andingon our shores."

The Commercial Telegraphers' Protec- 


tive Association ot the United 


Stntes. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 27.—At the 


meeting of commercial telegraphers, 
which is to be held in Kansas City 
September 2, u now protective associa- 
tion, to be known us the Commercial 
Telegraphers' Association of the United 
States, will be organized. Tho meet- 
ing will be held pursuant to a call Is- 
sued by tho committee, which for some 
time has been agitating tho formation 
of such an nrdor. The association will 
bo a secret society ami two degrees will 
bo conferred. The fir^t degree is to be 
called tho uniformed ranU, und will bo 
conferred after one year's good stand- 
ing. Tho second degree will be con- 
femjd after ten years' good standing 
and will b« called tho mystic degree. 
There will be a side anil death fund. The 
association will also seek to protect 
itself against any sweeping reductions 
iu wages by telegraph corporations. 


The organizers have been active, and 


correspondence has been going on for 
some months past. 
Local unions have 


been forming in all tbe large cities, 
and there will ho representatives of op- 
erators here from Philadelphia, New 
York, Itoston, Jersey City, Richmond, 
Nashville, Now Orleans, Cincinnati, St. 
I.onis, Baltimore, Pittsburgh and Chi- 
cago. The convention will commission 
six orpani/ers, who will give their en- 
tire time to the interests of the new 
order. 


Among Iho local telegraphers there 


Is great secrecy and little can bo ascer- 
tained of thoir plans. It is very proba- 
ble that the convention will be at Kan- 
sas City in name only anil that the ses- 
sion will be UcM in some suburban 
town. The eansii of the whole agita- 
tion Is said to be the jjrad'ml cncroaoh- 
nu-nts of tho Western Union upon the 
wages of its operators.
